Decree  Ho.  116897  of*  October  £0,  1937,  designates  Paso  de  los 
Libras  as  an  additional  port  of  entry  for  the  i  it To duct ion  of  plants 
in  general,  subject  to  th-3  provisions  of  Decree  No.  83732  of  June  3,  1936, 
with  the  exception  of  sugarcane  (art,  35,  p.  10,  E.S.P.Q. — 426), 

cottonseed  (art.  41,  p.  13),  potatoes  (art.  o?,    p.  22),  and  grapevines 
(art.  60,  p.  23). 

Fresh  fruits  nay  enter  that  port  only  in  transit  to  the  federal 
capital,  Buenos  Aires,  where  they  will  be  entered  at  the  Federico 
Lacroze  Station  subject  to  the  regulations  governing  the  importation  of 
those  products  (see  art.  37,  p,  12).. 


POTATOES  MADE  SUBJECT  TO  MERCHANDISE  MARKI]  0  ACT 


Decree  No.  116277  of  October  :,  1937,  effective  January  1,  1933, 
places  imported  and  domestic  seed  and  consumption  potatoes  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Argentine  Merchandise  Marking  Act  (Law  No,  11275) 
and  promulgates  the  following  regulations  governing  the  marking  of  po- 
tato containers. 


Potato  Containers  Must  Meet  Requirements  of  Law  No.  11275 

Article  1.   From  January  1,  1933,  all  containers  of  potatoes 
must  meet  the  requirements  established  by  Law  No.  11275,  the  Merchandise 
Marking  Act,  its  regulatory  decrees  of  November  18,  1932,  and  November 
26,  1935,  respectively,  and  the  provisions  established  by  the  present 
decree.
